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Quebec gives KRG $1M to create climate change adaptation plan 
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Kativik Regional Government has received $1.1 million to help Nunavik’s 14 communities combat the 
effects of climate change. 


The money comes from a $2.1-million funding package from the Government of Quebec, Labour 
Minister Jean Boulet announced March 19 in a news release. 


Boulet said the money makes up part of a $500-million provincial fund to support municipalities as they 
adapt to a changing climate. 


The money announced March 19 will help KRG develop an action plan on how to best maintain and 
protect community infrastructure and essential services, said Denis Abbott, communications director for 
the regional government. 


The Kativik government has been working alongside Makivvik Corp. since 2020 on a climate change 
adaptation strategy. A draft created in April 2023 compiles the knowledge of more than 90 people from 
every corner of Nunavik. 


The strategy is intended to be a “road map” for climate change adaptation across the region, said 
Abbott, who added the strategy is scheduled to launch this spring. 
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
